SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Durham— 


The time having arrived for making our eighth 
annual school report, we submit the following: 

‘Owing to changes which time is constantly mak- 
ing in our different neighborhoods we have succeeded 
in reducing the number of our schools to six; hence 
no school has been taught in the South and Caverly 
districts. The money thus saved (except the amount 
expended for conveying scholars) has enabled us to 
run our schools twenty-six weeks. 

While we never have been able to have all our 
schools rank as high as we might wish, we think the 
success which has attended our work during the year 
has been fully up to our past standard. We have 
learned as a rule that any lack of success is generally 
due as much to a want of co-operation on the part of 
parents as to any other cause; hence the importance 
of their having a due regard for the wishes of our 
teachers, subject always, to the advice of the board of 
education. Our teachers (four of whom were residents 
of our own town) have been faithful inthe discharge 
of their duty and those scholars who have attended 
school regularly have made marked improvement.
